HAS SWEEPING POWERS 


Under the existing law the presi- 


lent has most sweeping powers to 
ransfer bureaus which may be heln- 
ul to the federal farm board. lie 
las authority to transfer, if neces- 
ary. bureaus from the federal farm 
oan 'system as well -as from any of 
he/major 'departments of? the gov-, 
rament.5'' Naturally suchramalgama- 
ion or merging of agricultural ac- 
ivlties will proceed slowly and will 
ie made only when It is apparent 
hat greater efficiency can be ch- 
ained by placing them under the 
k-Ing of the federal farm board.

RELATIONS ARE RESUMED 
An agreement has been reached be- 


tween Great Britain and Russia/ for 
full resumption of diplomatic relations, 
including exchange of ambassadors, 
thereby paving the way1*- for a restora- 
tion of trade and commerce. We can 
credit industrial necessities quite as 
much as political principles to this sec- 
ond attempt to do business with Soviet 
Russia. Conservative as well as Liber- 
al England will be glad to see relations 
between the two countries renewed.

the agreement published which binds

NOISES AND HEALTH 


New York City is conducting a vig- 


orous campaign to check unnecessary 
street noises. In fact, most of the im- 
portant cities of the world ars seeking 
ways and means of reducing this men- 
ace to health. 


Scientists declare that the human 


tendency to yell, "shut up!" at any un- 
usual din is as instinctive as to put up 
a protecting fist when threatened by 
the fists of some one else. That is be- 
, cause noise is positively harmful to 
mind and body. 


Careful experiments with both ani- 


mals and human beings have revealed 
-that loud and incessant noise impairs 
the appetite, slows up physical devel- 
opment, decreases efficiency, consumes 
energy and shatters nerves. A psychol- 
ogist at Northwestern university has 
found that the heart action is modified 
by racket and that the suggestion of 
"horrible din" to a hypnotized person 
quickens the pulse. Mental depression 
and outbursts of bad temper are often 
easily traced to unbearable noise. 


Yet with all these facts arrayed, 


against unnecessary noises, cities like 
London, New York and Chicago find it 
a slow process to get rid of street rack- 
ets. Not enough people are willing to 
do anything more than complain. It is 
far too readily assumed that noise is 
inevitable and nothing can be done 
about it.

His great work was .ThejHistory of the United

Bancroft was appointed secretary of the navy 


by President Folk and his management

marked by'the establishment 6T~the naval, acad- 
emy at Annapolis, which was devised and organ- 
ized on his sole initiative by an ingenious strain- 
ing of executive authority. 


He was minister to Prussia in 1867. to the 


North German Confederation In 1868 and to the 
new German Empire in 1871. 
• Among the more Important of his many mis- 
cellaneous 
publications 
were "History of the 


Colonizations of ihe United States," "The Neces- 
sity, the Reality, and the Promise of Progress of 
the Human Race," "Memorial Address on Abra- 
ham Lincoln." "A Plea for the "Constitution of 
the United States" and "Martin Van Buren." 


Bancroft died In Washington, D. C, Jan. 17, 


1891.

Many changes will.confront motor-

The little white card, enclosed with 
the plates, will serve both as regis- 
tration certificate, and certificate of 
title. The form of the card will be 
changed slightly to permit the re- 
cording of encumbrances but it Trill 
be substantially the same as that 
now sent out. If lost, a duplicate 
may be obtained in the usual way.

"Many farmers are often skeptical 


when told they could fill their silos 
with electric power. 
In order to 


show the advantage of this method 
over the old. the Wisconsin Public 
Service Corporation has recently put 
on a series of silo filling demonstra- 
tions In their farming territory. On 
Sept 11 and 12. a silo was filled on 
the Dr. Kcrsten farm MX miles west 
of De Pere. A six cylinder type silo 
filler was used, having three 16-Inch 
knives, and was belted to a five horse 
power. General Electric Co.. portable 
electric motor. The silo filler \\»s 
operated at a speed of -120 R. P. M. 
Two teams were used in hauling cut 
corn'and the teamsters pitched the 
bundles direct onto the carrier. On 
a test run in which the bundles were 
weighed, it was found that the corn 
was being cut and elevated at the 
rate of 8 1-2 tons per hour. 


The silo filled was 12 feet in di- 


ameter and 40 feet • high and was 
filled' In approximately a day and a 
half at a cost of $1.47 cents of ap- 
proximately 2 cents per ton of sil- 
age.
